Hon. Duncan Marshall announc- 
ed Saturday in the Legislature that 
the feed situation in Alberta is 
most critical at present and the goy- 
ernment will not be able to buy 
enough hay in eastern Canada or 
elsswhere to supply feed for horses 
during the seeding period. He 
advised any farmers knowing of a 
supply which he could procure for 
himself from outside to make suit- 
able arrangements or to notify the 
government and make arrangements 
for the transportation through the 
department. In addition to On- 
tario, canvasses Lave been made in 
Washington, Minnesota, etc., with- 
out success. 

Mr. Marehall stated the govern- 
now has on order 860 carloads of 
hay, which is arriving at the rate 
of 25 to 30 care a day, and whan all 
the feed purchased by the govern- 
ment reaches Alberta there will be 
between 2,300 and 2,400 carloads 
imported into the province. 

The free freight rate is being ex- 
tended by the railroads until May 
1, and ia applicable without any 
limitation as to price, and to green 
feed as well as bay.

The Highest Price Prevails in British 
Columbia 

The average value of farm lands 
for the Dominion, including improved 
and unimproved land, together with 
the value of buildings, dwellings and 
jand other farm buildings, is placed at 
$52 an acre for the year 1919, accord- 
ing to the estimates of the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. This is a sub- 
Stantial increase over valuations at 
$46, last year; $44 in, 1917; $41 in 
1916, and $38 in 1914.~ By provinces 
the value is highest in British Colum- 
bia, being $178 an acre, as compared 
;with Ontario’s values of 66 per acre, 
and Quebec of $72, 
| Wages paid to farm help have con- 
sidgrably increased during the year. 
For Canada as a whole the wages per 
imonth, during the summer, for males, 
inclusive of board, was $78, and for 
females $43 per month, as against 
$70 and $38 for the previous year. By 
the year wages for males average 
$764, including board, as compared 
with $617 for 1918, and for females 
$465 against $416 for the previous 
year. '

it is because the capitalist owned 
press and their spellbinders so far 
have been able to hoodwink and mis- 
lead the farmer. Any farmer who 
will look the condition squarely in 
the face, who will reason the thing 
out, must, if he possess an reasoning 
power at all, understand that no 
benefit can come to the farming class 
through the existing old parties, In 
view of the development of econ- 
omic conditions, which has divided 
the people into two hostile camps or 
class as it must be obviousiy to any 
thinkin# person that all people can 
not now be merged into the same 
political party and all expect to re- 
ceive beneficial legislation there- 
from, because whaé’s to the benefit 
of oné Class will not benefit the other. 
Our future politieal action must _be 
along class lines and when | say class 
I don’t mean the farming class alone. 

Right at this point the farmer 
must decide for himself which class 
he belongs to. The capitalist class 
or the ~vage earning class. 

No doubt, we have a few farmers, 
who are big land owners, who em- 
ploy a large number of men and who 
have big bank accounts and those may 
themselves along with the 
capitalist. But the small or average 
farmer, who works himself or with 
the help of a man or two, who lives 
on borrowed money can not be classed 
as a capitalist. The man who has 
capital invested in his farm and 
from which he receives no revenue, 
who gets his living only from what 
his labor produces, can not be classed 
as a capitalist; his real interest lies 
with the working class, the profess- 
ional clase and the small business 
man in town, handling the goods put 
out by the big corporation at a stated 
amount of profit, usually just enough 
to live on, 

Just as soon as the farmers or- 
ganize industrially and politically and 
vote in a solid mass instead of 
splitting up their forces among the 
old parties the fight is won, for in 
the political field the great numbers 
are their strongest weapons and even 
though the capitalist has dollars to 
the farmers cents on the political 
field the farmer is the strongest, 
particularly when he is aided by the! 
workingmen, 

In the next aticle I shall explain 
some of the reforms the farmers will 
put through when they gain political 
power,

It is, of course, merely a trite ob- 
servation, and a statement of what 
everybody knows, to declare that the 
Western Prairie Provinces of Canada 
have‘many difficult problems te solve 
in order to promote their maximum 
growth in population, wealth and gen- 
eral development. Neither time nor 
space would permit of even a mere 
recapitulation of these varied and 
complex problems, not to speak of an 
intelligent consideration of even a few 
of them. 

Asked to name the first and fore- 
most question demanding attention by 
the people of the West, would, 
doubt, be as varied as they would in- 
teresting. Some would say a larger 
population in order t6 develop the 
country, increase their production, and 
assist to bear the expense of the pub- 
lic services. Others would urge full 
provincial control of the natural re- 
#ources in order that they mighT be 
developed for use. Others, 
would lay emphasis upon the assimi- 
lation of the foreign-born into a broad 
and true Canadian citizenship. Better 
achools and a more general education 
for all would 
Some would say tariff reform, o7 
cheaper money, were the main essen- 
tials to a betterment of conditions; 
while others, again, would lay str 
upon social, moral and religious 
sues. Some practical minds would 
tay more branch lines of railways, 
better roads, and a general improve- 
ment in all means of transportation, 

And to a greater or less degree all 
these things are neccessary to the wel- 
fare, growth and prosperity of the 
Prairie Provinces. There can be no 
question about that. But at the pres- 
ent time there looms up a problem, 
the solution of which would first ap- 
pear to be necessary without loss of 
tlme if many of these other questions 
are to be satisfactorily settled. And 
in some respects it is the most diffi- 
cult of all our problems. 

We refer to the need of solving the 
difficulties, we might almost-esay the 
disastrous conditions, confronting 
thousands of settlers by reason of the 
drought which has afflicted sections 
of the West during the last three 
years. So long as these conditions 
continue a black eye is given to im- 
migration to this country because the 
bad advertisement thus given western 
Canada abroad has an adverse effect 
on the securing of that larger popu- 
lation we need and must have. It 
affects the credit of our people, stops 
railway development, cripples business 
and imposes heavy burdens upon mun- 
Icipalities and governments. Some- 
thing better than the provision of tem- 
porary relicf to the direct sufferers 
must be found. 

Those who are perhaps best quali- 
fied to judge, belicve the only solu- 
tion is to be found in a radical change 
in farming methods in these districts, 
and the substitution of other crops, 
in part at least, for the all grain crops 
which have, for the most part, been 
attempted in the past. It is asserted

According to Genefal Monash, the 
actual number of seperate enemy di- 
visions engaged by the Australian 
Corps was 39, Many of these divis- 
ions were engaged more than once, 
This was between the dates March 
27 and October 5, 1918, when the Aus- 
tralians were withdrawn from the line. 
The Canadians, it will be remembered 
were held in reserve, and were not put 
into the line for some months after 
the Australians. Sir Arthur Currie re- 
ported that, between August 8 and Oc. 
tober 11, 47 German divisions were 
engaged and defeated by the Canadian { 
Corps, and he claims to have liberated 
228 cities, towns and villages and over 
500 square miles of territory. Thus, 
the Australians and Canadians be- 
tween them met and defeated 86 Ger- 
man divisions, which constituted a 
substantial moiety of the German for- 
ces opposed to us.

Holland Retains Ex-Kaiser 


'Reply With Regard to Former Ger- 
man Emperor Agreed to 
By Allies 


London, The allied powers have 
jaccepted Holland’s last note regard- 
ing the former German emperor, ac- 
cording to an Amsterdam despatch to 
the Daily Mail. 

The Dutch government on March 
5 for the second time refused to de- 
liver the former German emperor to 
the allies for trial. This determina- 
tion was set forth in a note to the 
British premier, who, however, de- 
clared the Dutch government would 
take all necessary measures to mini- 
mize the liberty of Wilhelm and pre- 
vent him from endangering the peace 
of the world, 

The communication stated that pre- 
cautions to this end would be taken 
“on the spot.” It was assumed that 
this meant a close guard over the 
former kaiser and a strict censor- 
ship would be instituted while Wil- 
helm occupied his estate at Doorn.
